Revenue  cf  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  . ..  -h  gist,  19 
showed  an  increase  of  12.S £  over  the  revenue  for  the  preceding  fisc:!  y jar. 


Amusements  Tax  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  racing  —  .rar.  1st,  lv>b, 
declined  by  38.5/S  from  the  revenue  for  the  previous  fiscal  year.  A  ami-  cions  up 
to  ar.d  including  653  were  exempt  from  tax  effective  July  1st,  1957,  while  .revioi — 
to  that  date  and  from  July  1st,  1956,  admissions  up  to  arc  inexu—ng  y,  .  had  been 
exempt  from  tax.  Pari-mutuel  betting  durii.„  the  195b  racing  sew  declined  by 
approximately  5.613  from  the  previous  year. 


The  upward  orend  in  the  number  of  incorporamicr.c  cc.  rcg..  tratiaas  under 
The  doswuules  Act  continued  in  the  year  1953.

companies  with  authorized  capital  amounting  to  a pproximt ely  $93,000,000  were 
incorporated  under  The  Companies  Act  and  295  foreign  companies,  using  capital 
amounting  to  approximately  4:16,500,000  to  carry  on  business  in  Alberts,  '..'ore 
registered.  After  strike-offs  and  restorations  to  the  register  there  was  a  net 
increase  in  the  number  cf  companies  registered  (provincial  and  foreign)  a  the 
of  the  year  of  10.872. 

A  marked  decrease  in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  within  the  province 
has  been  evident  over  the  past  few  years.  The  percentage  reduction  of  property 
loss  Iron  1956  to  1953  (estimated  figures  for  1953)  amounted  to  22.162,  while  the 
reduction  in  per  capita  loss  over  the  sane  period  amounted  to  26.272.  It  is  worthy 
of  note  them  five  Alberta  municipalities  received  high  awards  as  a  result  of  the 
Annual  Fire  Prevention  'Week  Competition,  placing  within  the  top  thirty  across 
Canada,  and  thirty-eight  municipalities  will  receive  Certificates  of  Merit  for 
outstanding  promotion  of  Fire  Prevention  Week  Educational  projects. 

Taxable  sales  of  fuel  oil  products  continued  cn  the  increase  during  the 
calendar  year  1953  showing  a  4.462  increase  over  1957  sales.  Total  gallonage  sales 
of  all  fuel  oil  products  declined  by  .062  from  the  previous  year. 

Insurance  premiums  of  all  classes  written  in  the  year  1957  ’.'ere 
v97,505„154>  being  nearly  122  above  the  premiums  written  in  the  year  1956.  The  per 
capita  premium  in  1957  based  on  the  June  1st,  1957  estimated  population  of 
1,16C,0C0  was  $84.06,  an  increase  of  $6.37  from  the  previous  year. 

Regulations  providing  for  the  qualification  of  real  estate  agents  and 
salesmen  by  examination  were  approved  by  Order  in  Council  to  become  effective  on  the 
1st  day  of  June,  1959. 

Revenue  from  The  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act,  ties  sea  in  the  1957  Session 
of  the  Legislature,  and  covering  insurance  premiums  written  during  the  calendar  year 
1957  amounted  to  $1,699,124.  This  tax  is  calculated  at  the  rate  of  22  on  premiums 
for  all  classes  of  insurance  written  in  the  province  with  she  exception  of  marine 
insurance  and  premiums  written  by  fraternal  societies.
